WHEREAS, funding has been removed from the Department of Planning and
Neighborhood Conversation for funding postage and copies of Neighborhood Planning
Unit (NPU) agendas, and;

WHEREAS, the City of Atlanta finds itself in a financial surplus with its budget;

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF ATLANTA, GEORGIA HEREBY
RESOLVES, AS FOLLOWS:

Section 1: That funding for the Department of Planning and Neighborhood
Conservation and the Neighborhood Planning Unit (NPU) will be restored as follows:

(a) $12,000.00 for Neighborhood Planning Unit (NPU)
postage.

(b) $20,000.00 for copies of agendas and other copied that
are required by the NPU Coordinator and the Atlanta

Planning Advisory Board as appropriate.

Section 2: That all other resolutions and parts of resolutions in

conflict herewith are hereby rescinded.
